The confer­ 
ence committee naving in hand the 
road bills is working, and w'hile no 
announcem ents of progress are be­ 
ing made, it is known that many of 
the differences are being smoothed 
away in an amicable manner. 
On 
the biggest points, it must be undev- 
‘ I stood, 
the 
two 
house 
measures 
J agreed. 
There are 
legal 
points, 
however, relative to the bond issue 
that are taking the time of the com­ 
mittee. 
The first 
big dem onstration 
in 
connection with the road legislation 
occurred today when morel than two 
hundred citizens of Shaw nee came to 
the capital in a special train. 
The 
house bill provides th a t the main 
road in w'hich Pottaw atom ie county 
is interested should go through Te­ 
cumseh, which is the county seat, 
and about eight miles distant from 
Shawnee. 
The senate bill has the 
road going through Shawnee. 
The 
delegation came to urge that the 
latter provision be retained. 
The senate sent to indefinite post­ 
ponement the bill by Fleming and 
Vaughn that would provide a local 
option unit plan for the supervision 
of schools. 
It is somewhat on the 
county unit plan employed in some 
of th** other states. 
This is the sec­ 
ond attempt in a legislature to es­ 
tablish such a system. 
F o u r years 
ago attempt w'as made to establish 
a statewide county unit system but 
this failed. 
Bills containing appropriations for 
the hoys’ training school at Pauls 
Valley, for expenses of members of 
Board of 
Medical 
Examiners, 
and 
the appointment of the “ Arkansa-s 
River Commission” 
and 
providing 
for compensation, were passed final­ 
ly by the senate. 
Bills providing for 
a d epartm ent of high school inspec­ 
tions appropriation for extension di­ 
vision of the state university, ap ­ 
propriation for a deficiency for the 
Game Warden s Department, includ­ 
ing fish hatcheries, appropriation for 
oil and gas extension at the experi­ 
mental 
station, 
conferring 
upon 
Countv Courts jurisdiction coextens- 
with that of Justice 
of 
the 
Peace, w ere advanced by the Senate. 
The house passed finally the s e n ­ 
ate bill by Smith of the senate and 
Mahon of the house establishing a 
school of mines at Miami, and m ak ­ 
ing 
an 
appropriation 
of 
$130,000 
for it. 
The resolution by 
Glasser 
and 
others of 
the 
house 
proposing 
a 
constitutional 
amendm ent 
making 
four-year terms for all county offi­ 
cers and 
members of 
the legisla­ 
ture w'as passed finally in the house. 
This measure was perfected in the 
house Saturday but the roll was not 
called. 
At the tim e there was op­ 
position from many members. Today 
there was not a voice raised against 
it, although several mem bers voted 
against it. 
The bill raising salaries of m em ­ 
bers of the suprem e court and of 
the criminal court of appeals from 
$4,000 to $6,000 a year was passed 
finally by the house. 
The measure 
must go to the senate for consid­ 
eration. 
The bill creating a d epartm ent of 
feed and grain 
inspection 
under 
jurisdiction of the State Board of 
Agriculture was advanced 
in 
the 
house. 
The salary for a chief in­ 
spector was fixed at $3,000 in the 
bill aud am ended so that it is now 
$1,800. 
The bill requiring testing

As used by the Paris peace con­ 
ference, the word means a pro!etio­ 
late established over a weak 
by a strong one under international 
authority. Thus British South Africa 
may be given a “ mandate” to govern 
German 
Southwest 
Africa; 
Japan 
may be made mandatory for the Mar­ 
shall Islands; the 
Cnited 
States 
a 
mandatory for Mexico and 
Armenia. 
The oniy new element in this man­ 
datory business is the formal sanct­ 
ion of an 
international 
federation. 
Once the meaning is made clear, it 
becomes evident 
the 
United States 
has been acting as a mandatory for 
Cuba e v e r since the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. 
The m andate is none the 
less effective because we gave it to ; 
o u r se lv e s, with tin* passive 
acquies­ 
cence of Hie other powers, instead of 
accepting it from their hands. 
We are acting as mandatory today; 
for Nicaragua and 
S.into Domingo, j 
without even so much legal sanction 
as the formal treaty we made with 
Cuba. 
We have stepped iii likewise 
to restore order and law in various 
o t h e r 
latin-American 
countries 
from time to time. 
We do all this under the general 
sanction of what we call the Monroe 
doctrine. 
Ami that doctrine, be it 
(recognized, is simply a declaration 
whereby President Monroe, about a 
century* ago, 
named 
the 
United 
States as mandatory of the whole 
western hemisphere. 
He did it with­ 
out any apparent constitutional war­ 
rant; but the principle has been ac­ 
cepted and made an informal appen­ 
dage, so to speak, of the constitution.
